Washington, Nov

timistic pictu re 
of Alaska’s 
fu tu re, 
Gov ernor J. F. A Strong, in his an­ 
nu al report su b mitted Friday to S e c ­ 
retary l^ing. u rged that the gov ern­ 
ment exercise closer su perv ision for 
the ob serv ation 
of the 
territory's 
wealth of fisheries, pointed ou t the 
need for the Constru ction of a system 
of wagon roads and trails to su pple­ 
ment gov ernment railroads and de­ 
clared means mu st b e taken to stamp 
ou t disease among the nativ e popu ­ 
lation. 
“With the promise that the fu tu re 
holds," said Gov ernor Strong, “and 
the exact knowledge of the extent 
and v ariety of the great mineral and 
other resotirees of 
Alaska, 
cou pled 
with the new b road policy of dev elop­ 
ment which the gov ernment has in­ 
au gu rated, Alaska, it is confidently 1m 
liev ed, will hereafter occu py an im­ 
portant place in the mining, indu s­ 
trial and economic history of the Unit­ 
ed States.”
